The  English  language,  its  grammar  and  literature,  is  perhaps  one 
of  the  most  important  aspects  of  our  educational  system. 
The  average  student,  by  the  time  he  has  reached  the  Senior  level, 
should  have  acquired  a  solid  background  in  American  and  Eng- 
lish literature.  He  should  also  be  well-informed  of  the  correct 
grammatical  usage  of  his  native  tongue  and  have  developed  an  ex- 
tensive vocabulary.  He  has,  on  numerous  occasions,  been  given  the 
opportunity  to  state  his  own  opinions  in  the  forms  of  book  reviews, 
essays,  and  compositions.  He  has  read  Tale  of  Two  Cities  and 
Moby  Dick;  Merchant  of  Venice  and  The  Canterbury  Tales.  He 
has  become  acquainted  with  the  writing  styles  of  Edward  Gibbon, 
Francis  Bacon,  T.S.  Eliot,  William  Cullen  Bryant,  and  the  great- 
est of  them  all,  William  Shakespeare.  He  should  be  able  to  dis- 
cuss, with  some  degree  of  intelligence,  Existentialism,  Transcen- 
dentalism, and  Romanticism.

"Expanding"  is  the  key  word  for  the  math  department.  This  year 
saw  the  introduction  of  a  new  geometry  course  for  the  School 
Mathematics  Study  Group  (better  known  as  SMSG)  and  the  exten- 
sion of  Mathematical  Analysis  to  a  full  year  course.  The  SMSG 
course  is  now  standard  in  its  replacement  of  Algebra  1,  and  it  is 
hoped  that  the  new  methods  will  lead  to  a  more  enriching  and 
challenging  geometry  course. 

Students  who  have  taken  or  are  taking  Trigonometry  and  Algebra 
3  are  eligible  to  take  Math  Analysis.  Many  chose  to  take  only  the 
first  semester,  but  all  study  interesting  aspects  of  math  which  would 
be  impossible  to  touch  or  cover  in  depth  in  any  other  math  subject. 
From  algebra  to  geometry  to  calculus,  the  math  department  of 
Dayton  Regional  is  ever  improving.

When  it  comes  to  science,  Dayton  Regional  is  renowned  for  having 
one  of  the  outstanding  departments  in  the  state.  The  most  recent 
innovation  in  our  science  department  is  the  replacement  of  the 
traditional  chemistry  course  by  the  newer  course,  Chem  Study. 
Instead  of  an  emphasis  on  facts  and  formulas,  Chem  Study  places 
a  stress  on  reasoning;  open-book  tests  are  standard.  Physics  is  also 
taught  by  the  more  modern  P.S.S.C.  standards.  Knowledge  of  some 
formulas  is  still  necessary,  but  the  ability  to  use  basic  principles 
is  stressed.  Outside  interest  in  science  is  encouraged  by  all  members 
of  the  department.  Science  projects  are  required  and  many  stu- 
dents enter  the  Union  County  Science  Fair.  With  a  background 
extending  from  earth-space  science  to  advanced  courses  in  biology, 
chemistry,  and  physics,  it  is  no  surprise  that  students  of  Dayton 
Regional  dominate  the  fail'.

The  Agriculture  or  "Ag"  program  as  it  is  known  to  Dayton  stu- 
dents, under  the  able  leadership  of  Mr.  Peter  Danilo  and  Mr.  Adam 
LaSota,  strives  to  prepare  and  train  the  students  for  futures  on  the 
farm.  Not  only  do  the  boys  learn  various  farm  working  proced- 
ures, but  they  also  learn  the  essentials  of  successful  farm  manage- 
ment. The  "Ag"  program  is  unique  also,  in  that  it  is  the  only  one 
of  its  kind  in  Union,  Essex,  and  Morris  countries. 

The  teachers  in  the  Business  Department  function  in  developing  in  each  student 
those  skills  which  will  aide  him  in  obtaining  employment  in  the  field  of  work  that 
most  appeals  to  him.  For  the  benefit  of  Juniors  and  Seniors,  speakers,  from  various 
business  organizations  are  invited  to  the  school  to  convey  the  merits  and  types  of 
their  businesses  to  interested  students. 

The  Distributive  Education  program  is  unique  in  that  it  offers  students  on-the-job 
training.  Students  attend  classes  for  a  half  day,  and  in  the  afternoon  they  receive 
practical  training  and  experience.  These  jobs  are  arranged  for  them  so  that  the 
students  will  be  paid  as  they  are  gaining  their  education.  Those  taking  advantage 
ot  the  course  are  well  prepared  to  face  the  problems  of  a  business  career  and  to 
meet  competition,  and  thus  they  are  directed  toward  a  more  successful  career.
